A  NUMEROUS  meeting  of  your 
Vcl'ow  citizens^Jias  called  your  at- 
tention to  a  molt  important  fubject, 
end  has  recommended  a  particular 
plan  for  ymir  adoption  ;  but  this  plan 
is  objected  to.  by  others,  as  being  a  ve- 
ty  improper  One.  The  magnitude  of 
the  fubject,  and  the  lading  confe- 
quences  of  your  condudt  On  the  pre 
lent  occafion,  to  yourfef.es,  your  pof- 
llerity,  and  your  country,  make  it 
your  Indifpcnfable  dury,  to  delibe- 
rate before  you  act,  and  calmly  and 
difpaffionately  to  cor.fider,  not  only 
the  plan,  but  the  objections  which 
have  been  railed  to  it. 

The_dec!ared  intention  of  the  plan 
is,  as  far  as  the  conduct  of  this  county 
can  promote  it,  to  procure  for  this 
ftate,  fuch  a  conftiruii  >u  as  will  "  Ic 
cure  the  1  ib srties  and  every  fpecics  of 
property,  which  the  free  citir.ens  of 
this  llate  are  entitled  to&  pofi'elfed  of , 
and  which  Will  not  impair  or  deltroy 
the.n,  or  any  of  them."  The 
pointed  out  as  being  tlie  molt  likely  to 
promote  this  tn4\  arc  by  the  interven- 
tion of  a  committee  to  be  chofen  by  all 
p.ilfefiing  the  right  of  fuffrage,  to  pro- 
core  a  certain  knowledge  of  ihe  politi- 
cal  fen  tunc  n  is  of  thofe  WilO  are  propof- 
ed  to  be  voted  for  as  members  of  the 
convention  ;  and  to  bring  about  an  un- 
ion ot  fentiinent.  as  to  the  per  ion  8  to  be 
voted  for  by  thole  who  art  friends  to 
the  principles  ftaced  by  the  meeting  ■ 
and  thereby  prevent  fuch  a  divitiori  ca- 
king place  among  the 01,  as  would  pro- 
bably terminate  in  a  choice  of  men, 
who  are  oppo'.'c  I  to  thofe. principles. 

The  proportion  of  this  meeting 
Ihould  be  conftdetcd  in  a  two  fold 
point  of  view;  i  It,  As  toihe  end,  which 
it  is  intended  io  promote:  and  2  I,  As 
to  the  meant,  by  which  it  propofes  to 
obtain  thac  cud.  If  tlie  principles  Ha 
ted  by  that  meet  trig  are  not  only  julr, 
but  fo  important  alio,  as  to  cortititute 
the  foundation  on  which  a  coii  ll  irution 
for  this  dare  ought  to  he  built  ;  the 
fecuring  the  itlfertton  of  them,  in  the 
Conftituuon,  mult  certainly  be  a  very 
important  obj-ct.  flio'e  prioeipie? 
■will  fpeak  fo;  irn-mftlves,  and  «  ill  car- 
ry conviction  with  thcin,  to  the  minds 
of  thole,  who  are  really  attached  to 
the  welfare  and  happinefs  of  this 
counrry.  They  are  principles  which 
1  believe,  are  in  perfect  unifon  with 
the  (entiuients  of  three  fourths  of  the 
free  citizens  of  this  country  ;  it  cer- 
tainly therelbic  mull  be  both  :.'  ::r  v.  ilh 
m&d t&tir  in;cre(l,  to  fee  thofe  prion, 
ples  infected  in  the  conditiuion  ;  and 
they  mull  th -more,  aif.i  approve  of 
the  end,  which  that  Meeting  h.i.-f  in 
■view.  But  thofe  who  diiJike  thefe 
principles,  will  not  will!  to  fee  them 
made  a  part  of  1  he  confl  icut  ion,  and  to 
them  the  cn  I  winch  the  meeting  had 
in  view,  mo  ft  I)-*  obnoxious  I  but  for 
this  very  reafon,  that  cud  ought  to  be 
the  more  ftreneouflw  promoted  by 
thofe,  who  approve  of  thefe  principles. 

If  then  the  eWconiemplared  by  this 
meeting,  is  ple.iling  to  the  greater 
part  of  the  citizens  of  (his  cjiimy,  they 
ih  ml  1  coiUlder,  whether  the  means  re- 
toni'iien  led,  are  proper  to  bring  a- 
bout  that  end.  Kvery  period  at  all 
converfiot  with  the  biliary  of  repre- 
sentative alleinblics,  knows,  how  fre- 
quently reprefenti  ves  deliver  fenti- 
inencs  different  from  thofe  of  their  con- 
itituents. This  fo. nctimes  happens 
from  the  depravity  of  the  reprelenta- 
tives,  which  induces  them  to  violaie 
the  aliuraiices  reflecting  their  coil' 
duct,  whichthey  liad  previoufly  given 
to  their  conftituen.s  ;  but  it  more  fre- 
q  ieiuly  proceeds  f'ron,  the  cdnfiitu 
i*r.  s  not  m  ikin 9  anv  pi  evious  enq  dry, 
as  to  the  (entiuients  of  tliofe  they  elect 
as  their  reprefentatlv-es,  In  common 
le:;id  uive  a  'ts,  this  difference  in  opin- 
iniun,  between  the  reprefencatives  & 
their  con'.' ituents  is  not  of  very  great 
confequence  ;  becaufe  if  a  taw  is  re 
Jecle  i  or  p  ilfed,  contrary  t<J  th-  wifhes 
of  the  conltituen's,  they  can  by  chan- 
ging their  1  epi'eicntativcs  the  next 
year,  be  certain  of  ha»ii»g  lheir  w  i:hes 
Complied  with  :  but  this  is  not  the 
cafe  in  forming  a  constitution  ;  it  isne- 
cel'ary  for  the  proTperity  and  happi- 
nefs of  a  country,  that  a  cOnftituiion 
fhouid  be  much  more  pet  manent,  than 
ft  law  ;  annual  opportunities  are  not 
afforded,  for  correc'l ing  its  defects  ; 
h  is  much  more  dilikult  even  when  an 


oppori  unity  is  afforded,  to  procure  an 
alteration  in  a  cotillitution,  than  in  a 
law  ;  and  an  error  in  a  conltitution,  is 
much  more  rxt'e'hfive  in  its  evil  conle- 
(juences,  than  an  error  in  a  la.<',  is. 
befiles,  the  qui  (lien  of  policy,  on 
which  the  palling  of  a  law  ought  to 
rclt,  will  frequently  depend  on  facts 
and  circilinllanccs,  which  theconltitu- 
ents  cannot  know,  but^vvhkh  the  re- 
pi  eftntalive  will  he  informed  of,  at 
the  general  meeting;  for  this  reafon 
it  would  generally  be  improper,  to  tie 
down  reprtfentatives,  to  follow  an  o- 
pinion,  formed,  without  this  necefla- 
ry  information.  But  a  conllitutioi) 
ought  to  contain  in  it,  well  ellablilh- 
cd  principles,  the  truth  or  propriety 
of  which  do  not  tlepend  otl  informa- 
tion,  yet  to  be  obtained  ;  principles^ 
which  will  continue  the  fame  to-mor- 
row that  they  are  to  day  ;  which,  the 
condiments  can  form  as  jul*  an  idea 
of  at  home,  as  their  reprefentati ves 
can  in  convention  1  and  which,  are  fo 
all  important,  that  a  iniltakeor  a  wil 
ful  error  as  to  them,  will  be  fatal 
Here  then,  it  mult  unquelt ionably  bt 
the  duty  as  well  as  the  right,  oi  tht 
conltituents,  to  know  the  lentiments 
of  thofe,  who  with  to  be  their  iepie- 
frntatives.  But  how  is  this  kno  a  tedgi 
to  be  obtained  ?  Shall  it  be  by  a  pei- 
fonal  enquiry  made  by  each  conilitu- 
ent  of  every  candidate,  and  as  to  eve- 
ry political  ft  htiment,  which  can  oc- 
cupy the  mind  of  man  ?  The  afcfhrd 
confequences  of  this  mode  are  too  ob 
vions  to  n«.ed  explanation.  But  an 
enquiry  when  made,  by  perfons  np- 
pointed  for  that  purpofe,  by  the  body 
of  the  people,  and  as  to  pat  tic  til  ai 
fabjects  fpecilitd  by  them,  will  carry 
a  degree  of  importance  and  lolemeJcjf 
wiih  it,  which  will  produce  delibera- 
tion and  candour  on  the  parr  of  the 
candidate  and  as  perfect  a  fectirity 
In  the  truth  of  his  anfc.ers,  in  the 
minds  of  his  conitituents,  as  his  char-' 
acter  would  jultify  on  any  other  oc 
cafinna.  And  this  explanation  between 
the  condiments  and  the  candidates, 
would  remove  that  great  anxiety, 
which  every  honed  reprefentative 
mail  OH,  in  the  rxercHe  of  fOiurpo  - 

t.mt  a  tmlt,  from  atSar,  that  he  mi..  !.- 
advocate  mealnres,  which  would  be 
inconliltent  with,  the  willies  of  his 
COnrlitoOatl  ;  and  it  would  give  the 
conitituents  the  bell  ftfcuritv  they 
could  h?.ve,  thit  their  frintipltt,  ai  I 
not  thof*'  oi' their  reprefcntativss,  Would 
be  adopted 4 

The  other  means  propofed  by  the 
meeting,  as  proper  to  promote  .'.cn 
c/iJ,Are,  that  we  fhouid  empower  a 
conimitrre  ciiofcn  by  all  for  rhat  pur- 
pofe, to  form  a  ticket  of  perfnrls  pro 
leMinu;  our  principles,  to  rcprcfent  us  ; 
and  1  hat  we  fhonid  engage  to  fup- 
p'ort  this  ticket; when  %  for med.  This 
is  the  part  of  ihe  plan  which  is  moll 
violently  attacked  j  but  my  judgment 
deceives  me  greatly,  if  it  cannot  be 
denuuilt  rated,  that  tiiis  part  of  the 
p'an  is  not  only  proper,  but  absolute- 
ly nereflary,  to  effect  our  purpOTe.  It 
Ihould  be  rerollecled,  that  this  po-.ver 
which  is  propofed  to  be  given  to  ihe 
committee,  is  only  one  of  the  m:.:.:s. 
which  is  to  be  ufed,  to  briflg  about  an 
enl  —  the  procuring  a  conll it ution , 
which  ili  ill  contain  within  it  out  prin- 
ciples. Viewing  ii  in  this  light,  we 
mould  enquire,  whether  any  f pedal 
miant  ought  to  be  made  ufe  of,  to  ob- 
tain this  cn  }  j  and  whether  this  means 
will  be  effectual  for  that  purpofe.  The 
neceifity  pf  mafking  ufe  ofTonie  jpecial 
means  to  obtain  this  end,  can  be  pro 
ved,  as  well  by  reafori,  as  by  that  un- 
erring fruiile,  expei  ience.  It  is  a  me- 
lancholy truth,  that  thefe  principles 
wlfTch  we  Mrjn tider  as  being  fo  indubi- 
table, an  I  fo  important,  have  r:ume- 
rous  ennui^s  ;  their  final  adoption  or 
rejection  therefore,  w  ill  depend  on  the 
fenti-neius  of  thofe,  who  are  elected 
to  the  convention  ;  3f  a  majority  cf 
that  body,  approves  of  them,  they  will 
be  adopted,  tf  not,  they  will  b<?  re- 
jected. So  far  as  this  majority  in,  the 
convention  (hall  fpeak  the  fenfe  of  the 
majority  of  the  people,  this  is  right  ; 
becaufe  a  majority  of  the  people,  ought 
always  to  decide  on  all  political  qoef- 
tions  ,  but  if  they  approve  of  mea- 
lnres, contrary  to  the  opinion  of  a 
majority  of  tlie  people,  then  what  is 
done,  will  be  the  ferife  of  a  majority  of 
the  representatives,  and  not  of  the  : 
neople.  The  way  then  to  be  certain, 
that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 


members  of  tiie  convention  w  ill  fpeak 
thefentiments  of  a  majority  ol  the 
people,  is,  tor  the  people  to  vote  lor 
no  man,  who  does  not  think  as  ihey  do, 
as  to  Important  political  principles. 
But  this  alone,  will  not  be  fullicient  ; 
for  it  the  majoiityof  the  people,  do 
vote  for  then  Who  think  as  they  do, 
(till  if  that  majority  vote  lor  different 
tickets,  a  majority  of  reprefeniatives, 
may  be  elecied,  who  think  differently 
'from,  and  who  will  vote  contrary  to, 
what  a  majority  of  the  people  would 
with  theni  to  do.  Suppole  for  example 
(  hat  there  ai  e  ?.  1  Oo  voters  in  tins  conn 
ty,  and  that  151,0  of  them  approve 
->f  the  principles  lUted  by  the  meet- 
ing, and  that  only  600  difapprove  of 
them  ;  if  the  Ooo  vote  for  one  ticket, 
and  the  I  jco  divide  equally  between 
three  tickets,  tl.e6co  will  elec'i  the  re- 
prei- ntati*  es,  and  then  thOfe  repie- 
lenta' 'n  es,  v\  ill  fptak  the  fentiinents 
of  li  e  600  and  not  ofil:fei500.  It  is 
thereto!  e,  eH'ciuiallv  tiecellary.  that 
the  11  j  \  'v\,  11  they  approve  ot  thefe 
principles,  and  if  they  v  ifh  to  make  it 
certain  that  tfcirmiU  fhouid  prepori- 
deraie  in  the  election,  Ihould  unite  in 
voting  tor  the  lame  ikkct  By  doing 
fo,  ii'i y  will  reduce  it  to  a  eertflitity, 
that  their  pkintipiit  will  be  adopted  ; 
but  by  ptti filing  any  other  courfe,  it 
«i!t  be  more  than  probable,  that  th*} 
«ill  L»  deftaied  in  then  choice,  and 
'  hen  the  principle  tf  the  minority  will 
he  ellablifhed,  and  thc/.tu  will  el* a 
blilh  a  conflirutiou  tor  the  many.  By 
pur fu iDg  one  mode,  the  majoriiy  put  It 
001  ot  the  power  of  accident  01  tlefign, 
to  defeat  them  ;  but  by  following  the 
oilier,  they  put  their  objtiit,  within 
the  power  ol  eithsr  of  them.  Let  us 
deter  mine  then,  whether  we  ought  to 
act  in  fuch  a  way,  as  will  leave  extry 
thing  that  v»  e  hold  molt  dear,  at  the 
greatest  hazard  ;  or  pui  fuc  fuch  a  line 
of  conduct  as  will  place  them  out  ot 
ihe  reach  of  any  danger.  'I  he  procu- 
ring a  cbtlftitatiou  which  fhall  contain 
cur  principles,  is  the  end  We  have  in 
view  -,  the  electing  of  rept  efentntives 
is  only  a  i>::aus  to  obtain  that  end  it 
then  we  (tickle  lot  any  particular 
mode  of  electing  thofe  re  prefentari  ves, 
1*0  as  to  make  us  Luc  ti  e  end  we  have 
in  xiew.we  facritice  the  end  to  the 
means,  which  is  Tic  greatett  ol  all  pof- 
lible failles,  it  th.relore  our  "rear 
and  reAl  object  is,  the  attaining  ot  this 
1:  1 ,  •■- 1  eight  to  make  n!e  of  fuch 
we  1  ;,  as  will  be  elfec'tUal  for  that 
Vurpele.  \\  ho  are  they  who  object 
to  ihe  means  propofed  to  be  ufed  ; 
are  thej  the  friends  or  the  enemies  of 
our  principles  t  C  ei  tainly  the  enemies 
of  thofe  principles.  Why  need  the) 
object  to  thefe  means.  \\St plan  will 
afteCl  none  but  thofe  who  approve  01 
tio/f  pt'nc'plci  ?  If  it  is  injurious  to  a: 
ny  it  will  be  fo  to  them  Only.  II  it  is 
a  for)!;!!i  one  and  fhouid  prove  tueftec 
iual.it  will  bi  ing  dif"i-race  on  its  pro. 
motets,  and  be  a  matter  Of  triumph, 
to  (lie  oppolite  party.  \\  <u  ld  they 
then  found  the  alarrn,  as  to  what  they 
date  to  be  errors  In  this  plan,  if  they 
really  tonfidercd  them  as  fuch  fo  far 
from  d°b>g  this,  ihey  would  rejoice 
to  fee  us  purfuing  /ivt/i  a  flan.  But  as 
they  ate  fenilble,  that  the  adopting  ot 
this plttn,  will  Certainly  enable  us  to 
accottvelifh  our  end—i\>t  eflabhlinnent 
of  our ■  prvicipUs,  they  will  leave  noth 
ing  nhfttempteo,  which  cati  ha»e  a 
tendency  to  induce  us  to  ilefert  this 
pL"i  :  hut  if  we  are  wife,  their  oppo 
lit  ion  to  it  ought  to  attach  us  mo:  e  and 
more  tof/'ii  plan,  W  henevcr,  there 
tore  any  peilon  objei'ts  to  the  plan 
propofed,  let  us  enqui  e  of  him  w  he- 
ther he  approves  of  eur  principles  ;  if 
'he  does  not.  but  wilhes  to  fee  our  at- 
tempt to  ellablilli  them,  defeated  ;  let 
us  cnily  requelt  him,  to  give  hi*  ad- 
vice :to  thofe  who  think  with  him*  as 
to  the  principles  which  ought  to  be  a- 
ilopted  1  and  leave  us  and  ihnfe  who 
think  with  us,  to  judge  for  cutfehes 
f  he  pafSoriSjpf  mad,  influence  his  po- 
litical, as  much  as  they  do  his  private 
actions  ;  it  would  tliei  eforebe  as  dan- 
gerous  in  public  lite,  to  take  the  conn 
ft  J  of  the  enemies  of  our  political  prin- 
ciples, as  it  would  be  in  private  life, 
to  t;tke  the  advice  of  our  perfonal  e- 
ncmies.  Having  faid  fo  much  to  put 
us  on  our  guard,  zgainft  the  edvice 
which  is  fo  getietoujly  given  to  us,  I 
will  examine  the  reafbns  they  urge  a- 
gainlt  the  adoption  of  the  propofed 
plan.  They  fay  by  it  4  the  people 
give  up  their  right  of  fulfrage,  and  put

dilution,  in  Which  oi  Uiel*  two  toayi

YelU-rday  a  courier  arrived  from 
the  Turki'h  government  to  their  min- 
ilter,  and  brought  difpatches,  which 
were  (oon  afterwards  communicated 
to  the  Britiili  and  Pmfliail  plenipoten- 
tiaries. They  Hate  1  hat  on  the  9th 
September,  the  Beys  of  Kgyp;  having 
collected  a  large  army  at  Cairo,  an  ob- 
llinate  battle  was  fought,  which  con- 
tinued thro  the  whole  of  tlieday,  and 
that  the'  following  night  Buonaparte 
retreated  to  llolctca,  to  which  place 
he  was  foon  Followed,  tho  fo  reduced 
•was  his  army,  as  not  to  coniilt  of  moie 
than  10  or  1  200J  men. 

Another  attack-upon  htm  was  pre- 
paring, when  he  confented  to  capitu- 
late, but  he  was  refilled  any  other
